In  the  grand  jury  room  in  one  of  our  coast 

counties  some  seven  months  ago,  a  bottle  of  liq¬ 
uor  was  presented  as  evidence  of  violation  of  the 
state  liquor  laws.  One  of  the  grand  jurors  up¬ 
braided  the  witness  for  meddling  with  other  folks 
business  by  trying  to  prevent  the  sale  of  liquor. 
The  grandjuror  said  he  had  sold  liquor  for  twenty 
years  and  didn’t  seem  to  know  that  he  had  violat¬ 
ed  the  law.  The  grand  jury  took  no  action  with 
reference  to  this  evidence  of  law  violation. 

The  Christian  Century  says  of  the  fight  against 
appointment  of  an  ambassador  to  the  pope:  The 
Lutherans  have  been  almost  equally  swift  in 
registering  their  disapproval.  After  initial  pro¬ 
tests  from  the  presidents  of  the  United  Lutheran 
and  American  Lutheran  churches,  the  executive 
committee  of  the  American  section  of  the  Luth¬ 
eran  World  Convention  on  January  4  adopted 
resolutions  expressing  its  suspicion  “that  political 
influences  from  religious  sources  are  being  ex¬ 
erted  upon  American  national  life,”  and  calling 
the  action  of  the  President  “unnecessary,”  “un- 
American,”  and  “disruptive  of  American  unity.” 

At  the  prayer  meeting  hour,  Wednesday  eve¬ 
ning  of  last  week  the  church  at  Magee  ordained 
three  of  its  members  to  serve  as  deacons.  They 
are  Messrs.  C.  C.  Mangum,  E.  T.  McAlpin  and 
X.  0.  Steele,  who  are  held  in  high  esteem.  Pas¬ 
tor  G.  0.  Parker  and  the  church  had  invited  Rev. 
Z.  B.  McAlpin  and  the  editor  to  participate  in 
the  exercises,  and  both  were  present.  The  candi¬ 
dates  for  ordination  were  seated  at  the  front; 
those  who  were  already  serving  as  deacons  im¬ 
mediately  behind  them,  and  the  other  church 
members  behind  them.  It  seemed  a  spiritual  and 
practical  service,  and  at  the  conclusion  the  con¬ 
gregation  gave  the  new  deacons  their  hands  in 
pledges  of  full  cooperation.

The  coop¬ 
erative  program  got  $34,148.40  in  1938  and  $29,- 
036.64  in  1939.  Designated  gifts  were  $24,874.44 
in  1938  and  $29,610.53  in  1939.

On  the  other 
hand,  we  can  reach  every  member  by  placing  the 
state  paper  in  each  home  represented  in  the 
membership  of  the  church.  We  then  would  de¬ 
velop  a  denominationally  informed  membership; 
and,  being  informed,  an  interested  one;  •  thUs 
building  the  attendance  upon  our  church  services, 
and  developing  a  larger  participation  in  Kingdom 
enterprises  generally.

SHALL  THE  CHURCHES  DO  IT  OR  THE 
GOVERNMENT? 

“In  recent  years  our  Federal  Government,  along 
with  many  of  our  States,  has  put  into  effect  so¬ 
cial  security  legislation.  This  legislation  bids  fair 
to  be  increased  and  enlarged  in  the  years  to 
come.  In  the  legislation  now  in  force  exception 
has  been  made  of  employees  of  religious  organi¬ 
zations,  but  already  amendments  to  this  legisla¬ 
tion  have  been  proposed  for  the  purpose  of  in¬ 
cluding  religious  bodies  within  its  scope  and  sub¬ 
jecting  them  to  its  provisions.  While  it  is  true 
that  by  the  praiseworthy  and  effective  efforts  of, 
among  others,  some  of  the  leaders  of  our  own 
denomination,  these  proposals  have  as  yet  been 
warded  off,  the  agitation  for  and  discussion  of 
them  still  persist.  It  seems  not  unlikely  that  they 
will  eventually  come,  unless  our  religious  bodies, 
of  their  own  accord,  undertake  some  reasonably 
adequate  provision  for  their  own  people.  Here  is 
brought  in  question,  and  about  to  be  put  to  the 
test,  one  of  the  cardinal  tenets  of  our  Baptist 
folk,  a  distinctive  principle  which  they  in  the 
early  days  in  large  part  fathered,  and  to  which 
they  have  adhered  with  the  utmost  fidelity 
through  the  years  of  the  growth  and  development 
of  our  country,  namely,  the  separation  of  church 
and  state.  We,  of  all  people,  should  think  long 
before  we  do,  or  omit  doing,  anything  that  would 
invite  attack  upon  or  encourage  or  contribute 
to  the  repudiation  of  or  failure  to  adhere  to,  this 
fundamental  principle  for  which  Baptists  have 
always  stood  and  which  constitutes  one  of  the 
main  bulwarks  of  religious  freedom  and  persona! 
liberty.”

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baptists,  bishops,  and  democracy 

Edgar  H.  Henderson,  Ph.D. 

This  article  is  written  on  the  following  as¬ 
sumptions  : 

1.  That  democracy,  properly  and  legitimately 
defined,  is  the  best  form  of  government. 

2.  That  the  truth  of  the  Christian  religion  is 
such  as  to  make  men  free,  and  that  therefore 
the  teachings  of  its  founder  are  essentially 
democratic.  Consequently  the  Christian  way  of 
life  is  also  a  democratic  way  of  life. 

3.  That  in  any  democratic  government,  and 
wherever  the  democratic  way  of  life  is  follow¬ 
ed,  the  individual  is  left  free  to  offer  criticism 
of  his  so-called  leaders,  whether  they  are  duly 
elected  by  popular  majority,  or  appointed  by 
people  so  elected,  or  whether — as  may  sometimes 
happen— they  are  self-appointed.  Such  a  priv¬ 
ilege  of  criticism  is  justifiable  if  it  is  primarily 
destructive  of  error,  and  so  negatively  construct¬ 
ive.  It  is  also  justifiable  if  it  is  positively  con¬ 
structive  in  its  result,  suggesting  new  and  better 
ways  of  achieving  the  right  way  of  life. 

4.  That  this  privilege  of  criticizing  is  also  the 
duty  of  the  democratic  citizen,  since  thereby  the 
democratic  way  of  life  is  brought  nearer  to  what 
it  ought  to  be.  Consequently  he  who  would  re¬ 
press,  or  oppress  any  honest  criticism  is  an  enemy 
of  the  best  welfare  of  the  democracy,  and  there¬ 
with  ultimately  an  enemy  of  himself.  Thus  the 
President  of  the  United  States,  even,  is  the  ob¬ 
ject  of  incessantly  vigorous  criticism.  And  be¬ 
cause  the  country  recognizes  the  high  value  of 
genuine  criticism,  even  those  criticisms  which 
are  malicious  and  vicious,  or  ignorant  and  be¬ 
nighted,  are  also  tolerated,  lest  in  the  effort 
to  avoid  them  even  sound  criticism  shall  be  cut 
off  so  that  the  nation  will  suffer  the  loss  of  its 
benefits. 

5.  That  Baptists  are  among  those  groups  of 
Christians  that  especially  treasure  the  demo¬ 
cratic  way  of  life,  and  are  therefore  called  up- 

1  on  to  be  especially  vigilant  in  its  behalf. 

All  of  these  assumptions,  I  believe,  will  be 
!  approved  by  every  genuine  Baptist.  Certainly 
I  I  do  not  intend  or  desire  to  bring  any  one  of 
;  them  into  question — quite  the  contrary!  But  there 
are  certain  other  principles  which  I  have  hither- 
i  to  believed  all  genuine  Baptists  likewise  to  hold, 
j  but  which  in  recent  months  appear  to  have  been 
(  put  in  question  by  some  Baptists  themselves — 
if  not  by  their  words,  then  by  their  deeds.  Un¬ 
fortunately  some  of  these  men  are  designated 
by  the  papers  of  the  country  as  “leaders”,  and 
this  of  course  makes  it  a  little  more  embarrass¬ 
ing,  though  no  less  an  obligation,  to  ask  if  their 
specific  acts  have  been  in  some  cases  untrue  to 
Baptist  democracy.  But  it  appears  that  either 
these  brethren  are  wrong,  or  else  I  am  wrong 
in  what  I  have  considered  to  be  basic  principles 
of  Baptist  democracy.  Perhaps  other  brethren 
have  also  been  perplexed  by  these  same  acts. 
This  article  is  accordingly  written  to  find  out  the 
truth,  not  to  pass  judgment  on  anyone. 

My  first  question  has  to  do  with  the  fact  that, 
if  newspapers  have  told  the  truth,  certain  Bap¬ 
tist  "leaders”  have  addressed  a  letter  to  the 
f  resident  of  the  United  States  criticizing  him 
for  appointing  a  special  ambassador  to  the  Vati¬ 
can  State  (which  is  a  sovereign  nation)  in  order 
to  centralize  and  focus  the  neutral  efforts  being 
made  for  peace  in  war-torn  Europe.  According 
to  the  papers  these  “leaders”  represented  them¬ 
selves  as  speaking  for  all  the  millions  of  Bap¬ 
tists  (Southern  and  Northern)  of  this  country. 

■  till  more  recently,  a  group  of  “churchmen”  who 
represented,”  among  others,  “the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention”  called  on  the  President  to  renew 
t  e  criticism.  All  of  this  raises  some  very  dis¬ 
turbing  questions,  questions  which  should  not  be 
allowed  to  go  unanswered. 

By  what  authority  does  any  Baptist — whether 
resident  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention, 
airman  of  its  Social  Service  Commission,  or 
0  erwise— speak  officially  for  the  five  millions 
o  .  outhern  Baptists  ?  To  "represent”  means  to 
e  a  ^ic*a'ly  delegated  power  to  speak  for  those 
o  delegate  that  power;  so  my  Congressman  is 
e  egated  to  speak  officially  for  me,  and  for  all 


of  his  other  constituents  as  well,  on  all  matters 
of  Federal  legislation  without  even  consulting  us. 
But  when  did  Southern  Baptists  delegate  to  any¬ 
one  the  power  to  speak  for  them  in  an  official 
capacity  like  this?  More  specifically,  when  did 
we  grant  any  such  official  power  to  speak  for 
us  on  this  ambassador  issue  ?  When  have  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  ever  even  discussed  this  issue,  much 
less  delegated  to  anyone  the  official  formulating 
and  proclaiming  of  our  collective  opinion  on  it? 

Again,  these  “representatives”  profess  to 
criticize  the  President  for  violating,  as  they  see 
it,  a  democratic  principle  to  which  the  mass  of 
Baptists  (I  included)  have  traditionally  adhered: 
that  of  separation  of  church  and  state.  But  in 
trying  to  make  our  President  be  democratic,  they 
themselves  seem  to  me  to  have  violated  still 
another  basic  principle  of  Baptist  democracy. 
That  principle  is  the  wholehearted  and  final  re¬ 
jection  of  bishops  and  of  the  whole  episcopal 
procedure  by  which  bishops  can  and  do  have 
delegated  authority  to  speak  and  act  for  all  their 
communicants.  Am  I  wrong  in  thinking  that  the 
episcopal  procedure  is  rejected  by  Baptists  gen¬ 
erally  ? 

Furthermore,  I  have  always  understood  that 
Baptist  democracy  is  traditionally  congregational 
democracy  ?  And  does  not  congregational  dem¬ 
ocracy  mean  that  each  local  church  or  congre¬ 
gation  is  a  sovereign,  completely  independent, 
self-governing  unit?  And  was  not  this  assertion 
of  local  independence  intended  exactly  to  pre¬ 
vent  any  outsider,  even  from  another  local  Bap¬ 
tist  church,  from  telling  the  local  church  what 
to  believe  in  religion,  what  to  think  on  any  other 
matter,  and  what  to  do?  Was  it  not  originally 
believed  by  Baptists  that  freedom  of  religious 
belief  and  religious  action  would  be  best  safe¬ 
guarded  by  vesting  it  wholly  in  the  local  church 
and  resisting  any  effort  of  anyone  outside  that 
local  church  to  encroach  upon  that  freedom  or 
usurp  the  powers  of  the  local  church?  So  also, 
are  not  Baptists  traditionally  opposed  to  allow¬ 
ing  anyone  to  tell  others  what  Baptists  think 
before  consulting  Baptists  to  find  what  they 
think  ?  Am  I  wholly  wrong  in  understanding 
that  even  our  general  meetings  (associations, 
state  and  Southern  Conventions,  e.g.)  have  no 
direct  or  indirect  authority  over  any  local  Bap¬ 
tist  church,  either  in  matters  of  faith  or  of 
practice?  And  is  it  not  even  more  true  that  of¬ 
ficers  of  such  general  meetings  have  no  authority 
whatsoever  to  speak  officially  tor  the  individual 
local  church,  much  less  the  delegated  authority 
to  write  what  amounts  to  an  episcopal  (that  is, 
bishop’s)  letter  telling  the  President  or  anybody 
else  what  we  all  think  on  an  issue  which  we  have 
never  even  discussed  ?  Is  it  net  true  that,  accord¬ 
ing  to  Baptist  traditions1  democracy,  even  if  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  had  passed  (as  they 
have  not)  resolutions  criticizing  the  President 
on  the  Vatican  appointment,  those  resolutions 
would  have  been  merely  the  opinion  of  the  few 
thousand  messengers  (we  decline  to  call  them 
delegates,  don’t  we?)  who  inattentively  voted  for 
them  when  they  were  presented  ?  And  am  I  wrong 
then  in  discussing  that  resolutions  so  voted  are 
not  in  any  sense  an  official  act  of  all  Southern 
Baptists?  How,  then,  will  officers  of  the  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention  justify,  on  Baptist 
grounds,  this  seeming  usurpation  of  authority 
by  which  they  write  an  episcopal  letter  telling 
our  peace-seeking  President  that  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  condemn  his  effort?

Remarks  By  The  Editor 

We  give  above  the  views  of  a  Baptist  brother 
in  North  Carolina  on  the  question  of  democracy 
in  our  Baptist  polity,  not  because  we  agree  with 
all  that  he  says,  but  because  we  are  deeply  in¬ 
terested  in  the  question  of  democracy,  especially 
its  application  to  and  demonstration  in  our  Bap¬ 
tist  polity.  We  must  preserve  at  almost  any  cost 
the  Christian  principle  of  democracy  which  to¬ 
day  is  threatened  in  so  many  cases.  If  democracy 
is  destroyed,  every  New  Testament  teaching  is 
endangered. 

The  five  assumptions  which  Dr.  Henderson  sets 
forth  in  the  beginning  of  his  article  we  accept. 


It  is  the  application  of  them,  or  an  effort  to 
apply  them  to.  a  specific  case  which  we  call  in 
question.  The  case  in  point  is  as  to  the  right 
of  certain  brethren  to  protest  to  President  Roose¬ 
velt  against  the  appointment  of  an  ambassador 
to  the  Pope.  Dr.  Henderson  does  not  discuss  in 
his  article  the  proprieties  of  such  an  appoint¬ 
ment  (which  is  the  cause  of  it  all)  but  only  the 
question  of  whether  these  certain  brethren  had 
the  right  to  protest  in  the  name  of  the  denomi¬ 
nation  against  such  an  appointment. 

The  answer  to  that  question  is  settled  by  two 
other  things.  Can  a  democratic  body  function 
through  a  committee?  And  second,  Has  such  a 
committee  been  appointed?  Another  question  al¬ 
so  is  pertinent,  does  the  committee  properly 
represent  those  who  appointed  it? 

Let’s  see.  Can  a  democratic  body  be  repre¬ 
sented  by  a  committee  ?  That  is  answered  by 
the  action  of  every  church,  or  association  or 
Convention  of  Baptists  on  earth.  They  all  do 
it;  they  feel  they  have  the  right  to  do  it;  and 
that  it  is  often  the  only  way  a  democratic  body 
can  function.  A  pastor  is  the  elected  representa¬ 
tive  and  spokesman  for  a  church.  The  deacons 
(of  which  Dr.  Henderson  is  one)  are  the  agents 
of  the  church.  Every  officer  in  the  church  is 
such,  and  as  such  has  certain  duties  delegated 
to  him.  If  he  does  not  perform  them  properly 
he  is  subject  to  dismissal.  Every  Baptist  school 
(and  Dr.  Henderson  teaches  in  a  Baptist  school) 
is  controlled  by  delegated  authority.  And  every 
man  who  teaches  in  a  school  is  subject  to  that 
delegated  authority  and  holds  his  position  by 
reason  of  it.  It  would  be  impossible  for  any  state 
Convention  of  Baptists  to  carry  on  its  work  with¬ 
out  such  authority  being  delegated.  Democracy 
functions  through  such  committees,  boards,  and 
institutions.  There  is  no  other  way  to  do  it.  And 
when  you  go  beyond  that  you  are  in  the  realm 
of  bolshevism,  and  that  is  going  around  the  circle 
and  winding  up  in  despotism.  These  commissions 
or  committees  are  subject  to  reproof,  control, 
correction  or  dismissal  by  the  bodies  which  ap¬ 
pointed  them. 

The  second  question  is,  Have  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  appointed  anybody  to  speak  and  act  for 
them  in  the  matter  under  discussion?  And  the 
answer  to  *  that  question  is  that  they  certainly 
have.  As  have  also  Northern  Baptists.  These 
bodies  appointed  committees  for  this  very  specific 
purpose.  A  committee  on  Public  Relations  was 
appointed  at  the  meeting  of  the  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  in  May  1939.  There  has  been  a 
growing  feeling  of  need  of  such  a  committee. 
And  events  prove  that  it  was  appointed  none  too 
soon.  This  committee  has  dealt  with  representa¬ 
tives  of  the  federal  government  in  other  matters, 
and  so  far  as  we  know  no  voice  was  raised  against 
what  they  did.  This  committee  is  composed  mostly 
of  men  in  and  near  Washington  (some  of  them 
members  of  Congress)  who  can  keep  in  touch 
with  matters  that  affect  our  Baptist  people,  and 
speak  for  them  in  case  of  need.  Dr.  Henderson 
did  not  seem  to  be  aware  of  this  fact,  as  he  as¬ 
sumed  that  certain  men  were  speaking  without 
authority. 

The  third  question  is,  Did  these  men  rightly 
interpret  the  people  who  appointed  them  ?  We  be¬ 
lieve  that  these  men  in  protesting  against  the 
appointment  of  an  ambassador  to  the  Pope  ex¬ 
pressed  the  minds  of  the  overwhelming  number 
of  Southern  Baptists.  We  do  not  think  Dr.  Hen¬ 
derson  would  question  this.  They  may  not  have 
expressed  his  sentiments,  for  they  seem  to  be 
out  of  line  with  Southern  Baptists,  possibly  in 
more  ways  than  one.  If  Dr.  Henderson  believes 
in  the  principles  of  democracy,  he  should  accept 
the  action  of  the  majority.  We  do  not  say  that  he 
should  change  his  mind  in  submission  to  a  ma¬ 
jority,  but  that  he  should  accept  their  action.  To 
do  otherwise  is  not  to  be  democratic.  ' 

That  these  men  did  properly  represent  South¬ 
ern  Baptists  and  the  majority  of  Baptists  every¬ 
where  is  shown  by  the  minutes  of  the  past  South¬ 
ern  Baptist  Convention.  We  quote  in  part  from 
page  116  of  the  1939  Southern  Baptist  Annual: 
“We  oppose  the  establishment  of  diplomatic  re¬ 
lations  with  any  ecclesiastical  body,  the  extension

“Their  voices  prevailed”  is  the  way  Luke  closes 
the  account  of  the  trial  of  Jesus.  It  often  hap¬ 
pens  that  the  most  clamorous  are  the  ones  who 
carry  their  point.  It  is  an  appeal  not  to  reason, 
or  right,  or  justice;  but  an  effort  to  win  by 
vehemence,  to  impress  by  sheer  violence,  to 
storm  the  court  and  secure  a  verdict  by  making 
the  biggest  noise. 

It  is  evidence  of  a  conscious  weakness  in  one’s 
cause,  and  an  effort  to  win  with  wind  where 
argument  is  lacking.  It  evinces  a  weakness  in 
the  one  who  clamors  and  appeals  to  a  weakness 
in  the  one  who  is  supposed  to  be  listening.  Three 
times  Pilate  said  to  the  Jews  that  he  found 
nothing  wrong  with  Jesus.  Three  times  without 
citing  any  cause  for  condemning  him,  they  cried 
out  for  him  to  be  crucified.  They  were  urgent 
with  loud  voices,  asking  that  he  might  be  cruci¬ 
fied.  “And — alas — their  voices  prevailed.” 

Many  a  wicked  cause  has  won  out  by  reason 
of  clamor.  The  mob  spirit  is  not  confined  to 
lynchings.  Eight  years  ago  this  country  was 
stampeded  into  repealing  the  prohibition  amend¬ 
ment.  An  organized  effort  was  started  to 
stampede  the  country,  and  it  succeeded.  Politicians 
were  frightened  jnto  acquiescence  and  even  into 
joining  the  clamor.  It  swept  like  a  destructive 
cyclone  across  the  land  until  the  wreckage  of 
lives  and  institutions  marked  its  track.  Every¬ 
body  knows  that  the  worst  period  of  financial 
catastrophe  this  country  ever  knew  followed  in 
its  wake.  And  the  worst  period  of  moral  col¬ 
lapse  we  have  had  for  a  century.  We  are  still 
finding  recovery  slow  and  difficult.  And  in  the 
moral  and  financial  chaos,  some  demoniacal 
voices  of  those  that  live  among  the  tombs^re 
still  heard  crying  out  in  the  night  and  ^sfiying 
to  every  advocate  of  temperance,  “^t~Hs  alone.”

December  31,  1939,  said:  “Millions  of  Protestants 
and  many  others  outside  the  church  were  dis¬ 
turbed  last  week  when  the  President  saw  fit  to 
appoint  a  personal  representative  to  Vatican  City.

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THE  ABUNDANT  LIFE 
“I  am  come  that  they  might  have  life,  and 
that  they  might  have  it  more  abundantly.’* 
John  10:10.

The  gift  of  God  through  Christ  to  humanity  is 
eternal  life.  It  is  not  merely  existence  extended 
to  eternity,  but  the  SORT  of  life  that  can  never 
end.  Furthermore,  it  is  the  believer’s  present 
possession.  (Jno.  5:24)  Those  whose  sole  concep¬ 
tion  of  salvation  through  Christ  is  that  it  is  an 
escape  from  hell  and  a  ticket  to  heaven,  of  little 
value  for  this  present  life,  are  in  the  ABC  class 
in  the  school  of  Christianity.  Mere  existence  may 
be  an  intolerable  burden,  as  it  was  to  Eugene 
Sue’s  character,  “The  Wandering  Jew.”  The  sort 
of  life  that  Jesus  gives  is  so  radiant,  so  whole¬ 
some,  so  thrilling,  so  satisfactory,  that  is  emin¬ 
ently  worth  going  on  with  through  eternity. 

What  the  hungry  heart  of  humanity  yearns 
for  is  not  a  longer,  but  a  fuller  life.  Though 
curiosity  the  writer  has  asked  for  the  frep  litera¬ 
ture  of  several  of  the  flourishing  esoteric  pseudo¬ 
religions  . . .  the  mail-order,  correspondence  school 
sects  that  offer  to  teach  one,  for  a  fee,  how  to 
attain  the  abundant  life.  The  phrases  are  varied: 
“Awaken  the  sleeping  giant  within,”  “form  an 
alliance  with  the  spiritual  forces  of  the  universe,” 
and  you  may  have  wealth,  healing,  popularity, 
personal  magnetism,  etc.  The  popularity  of  these 
courses,  the  easy  success  of  anyone  who  can  in¬ 
vent  enough  optimistic  phrases,  and  express  them 
with  enough  conviction  to  found  a  new  “school 
of  thought,”  arouses  a  troublesome  question:  Are 
we  failing  to  present  the  riches  of  grace  in  Christ 
Jesus,  the  abundant  life  that  may  be  had  through 
Him,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  appeal  to  this  nat¬ 
ural  longing  of  the  heart  for  the  fullest  life  ?  Are 
so  many  Christians  living  beneath  their  privileges 
that  their  lives  fail  to  shed  the  radiance  of  “chil¬ 
dren  of  light,  in  the  midst  of  a  crooked  and 
perverse  generation”?  Paul  writes:  “All  things 
are  yours,  and  ye  are  Christ’s,  and  Christ  is 
God’s.”  The  mystery  hidden  from  the  ages  was 
revealed  in  Christ,  which  is  “Christ  in  you,  the 
hope  of  glory.” 

The  esoteric  teachings  start  with  a  sound  basis, 
and  that  is  that  the  abundant  life  begins  with 
the  individual.  The  world  is  full  of  beauty,  but  if 
a  man  lack  any  of  the  senses,  his  life  is  limited 
to  that  extent.  A  man  born  blind  is  "dead”  to  the 
world  of  vision.  He  has  never  seen  a  sunset,  the 
rosy  blush  of  dawn,  nor  exotic  coloring  of  the 
rose;  he  has  never  been  able  to  wonder  at  the 
delicate  tracery  on  the  butterly’s  wing  ...  all 
that  delights  the  eye  has  no  meaning  for  him. 
Here  are  three  men  sitting  side  by  side  in  a  con¬ 
cert  hall,  where  a  great  artist  is  performing. 
One  man  is  deaf,  and  hears  not  a  note  of  the 
music;  whatever  enjoyment  he  receives  comes 
from  watching  the  faces  of  the  audience.  The 
second  man  knows  nothing  about  music;  what 
taste  he  has  is  satisfied  by  mountain  ballads, 
accompanied  by  a  sawing  fiddle,  and  a  man 
blowing  in  a  jug.  This  highbrow  stuff  bores  him 
stiff,  and  he  suffers  in  ill  concealed  disgust  The 
third  man  has  a  trained  ear,  and  the  soul  of  an 
artist  himself.  He  is  transported  to  the  heights 
of  rapture  by  the  skill  of  the  artist,  who  speaks 
to  his  soul  through  his  instrument.  The  environ¬ 
ment  is  the  same,  the  difference  is  in  the  men 
themselves. 

Many  have  thought  that  the  possession  of  ma¬ 
terial  wealth  is  the  key  to  the  abundant  life.  One 
unforgetable  phrase  from  the  gospel  is  that  “a 
man’s  life  consisteth  not  in  the  abundance  of  the 
things  which  he  possesses.”  One  illustration  will 
suffice  here:  a  rich  man  builds  a  new  home,  and 
plans  call  for  a  library.  The  rich  man  orders 
enough  books,  in  de  luxe  bindings,  to  fill  the 
shelves  from  floor  to  ceiling.  History,  philosophy, 
science,  poetry,  fiction  .  .  .  the  garnered  wealth  of 
a  thousand  minds  is  his.  But  he  has  neither  time 
nor  taste  for  literature,  and  seldom  opens  a  vol¬ 
ume.  A  block  away  lives  a  poor  scholar,  who 
saves  what  he  can  from  his  earnings,  and  eagerly 
makes  his  way  to  a  secondhand  book  store,  where 
he  digs  in  the  musty  stacks  until  he  finds  a  few 
soiled  volumes  for  which  his  mind  has  hungered. 


He  carries  them  away  to  his  poor  room  and  sits 
up  half  the  night,  feasting  his  mind  and  soul.  The 
shabby  surroundings  disappear,  and  he  walks  and 
talks  with  kings  and  princes.  The  poor  man,  with 
his  few  tattered  volumes,  lives  more  abundantly 
in  the  world  of  literature  than  the  rich  man  with 
a  room  full  of  beautiful  books. 

So  Jesus  ushers  us  into  the  abundant  life,  not 
by  changing  our  environment,  but  by  changing 
us.  Not  by  giving  us  wealth,  but  by  opening  eyes 
that  are  blind  to  the  spiritual  wealth  of  the  uni¬ 
verse,  and  unstopping  the  ears  that  are  deaf  to 
the  still  small  voice  of  God.  He  delivers  us  from 
ruin  not  by  making  the  way  easy,  but  by  giving 
us  strength  and  courage  to  travel  the  high  road. 
The  gift  of  God  is  the  regeneration  of  faculties 
that  are  dead  in  trespass  and  in  sin,  enabling 
the  believer  to  enjoy  life  to  the  fullest,  and  guid¬ 
ance  to  avoid  the  little,  and  mean,  and  degrading. 

Some  have  thought  that  life  would  be  full  and 
sweet  if  there  were  no  trouble,  sorrow,  toil,  or 
hardship  ...  if  life  were  a  summer  garden  in 
which  one  could  live  a  butterfly  existence,  where 
winter  never  came.  Jesus  taught,  by  precept  and 
example,  that  the  way  to  victory  lies  in  sacrifice, 
and  that  the  full  life  is  a  life  of  sorrow  and 
service.  Nowhere  does  Jesus  promise  that  the 
life  of  a  disciple  is  an  easy  one  .  .  .  quite  the 
contrary.  He  does  not  promise  that  believers 
shall  escape  life’s  inevitable,  but  He  does  promise 
us  the  power  to  evercome.  He  teaches  us  how  tp 
conquer  difficulty,  how  to  rise  above  sorrow  and 
despair,  how  to  transmute  suffering  into  pearls. 
Jesus  Himself  was  “made  perfect  through  suffer¬ 
ing,”  why  should  we  expect  to  be  made  perfect 
by  having  all  the  rough  places  made  smooth  ? 

Here  is  the  deference  between  the  religion  of 
Jesus  and  all  the  hollow  substitutes  of  men's  de¬ 
vices:  the  abundant  life  is  available  to  all,  but 
not  at  the  easy  price  of  mere  desire.  The  disease 
of  sin  must  be  submitted  to  the  Great  Physician; 
self-will  must  be  surrendered  to  His  will,  and 
Christ  must  be  enthroned  at  the  center  of  per¬ 
sonality.  When  that  is  done  through  faith,  the 
abundant  life  begins.  It  is  a  life  filled  with  a 
consciousness  of  God,  a  life  filfed  with  calm  as¬ 
surance,  a  life  filled  with  peace.  It  is  also  a  life 
with  a  purpose,  dedicated  to  a  great  cause.  It  is 
a  life  filled  with  power.  “I  can  do  all  things 
through  Christ  which  strengthened  me”  sings 
Paul,  and  all  may  join  him  who  has  experienced 
the  power  that  was  made  manifest  at  Pentecost, 
and  is  still  available.

of  special  courtesies  by  our  government  to  any 
ecclesiastical  official  as  such,  etc.  ...  All  such 
violations  must  be  resisted  in  their  beginnings.” 
More  will  be  found  in  other  reports.  And  the  ad¬ 
dress  of  the  President  of  the  Baptist  World  Al¬ 
liance  in  Atlanta  has  found  hearty  support  ev¬ 
erywhere,  in  which  protest  is  made  against  any 
diplomatic  relations  with  the  Vatican.  Surely  the 
Committee  on  Public  Relations  has  not  acted  with¬ 
out  authority,  and  they  have  correctly  interpreted 
the  will  of  our  Baptist  people.  They  may  not  rep¬ 
resent  Dr.  Henderson,  but  they  represent  South¬ 
ern  Baptists.

“Denominational  Cooperation” 

One  of  the  large  responsibilities  of  each  pastor 
is  to  keep  in  step  with  the  denominational  pro- 
gram  and  objective.  He  needs  to  bear  in  mind 
that  we  are  units  in  a  great  fellowship. 

Our  people  do  not  know  a  great  deal,  that  is 
very  many  of  them,  about  our  denominational 
work  and  objectives.  We  each  need  to  keep  our¬ 
selves  informed  and  to  inform  our  people  sym- 
pathetically  regarding  what  our  great  denomina¬ 
tion  is  doing.  The  majority  of  them  have  neither 
the  time,  inclination  or  facility  to  thoroughly  un- 
derstand  the  ins  and  outs,  the  why  and  where¬ 
fores  of  this  and  that  that  is  vital  to  our  de¬ 
nominational  life. 

God  had  placed  the  pastor  in  a  position  where 
he  is  responsible  for  seeing  to  it  that  his  people 
know  about  their  denomination. 

Through  the  years  we  have  observed  that  the 
more  a  church  member  knows  about  our  denomina¬ 
tional  life  and  activities,  he  has  a  better  balanced 
Christian  attitude.  This  information  enlarges  his 
vision,  deepens  his  interest  and  properly  relates 
him  in  his  outlook  to  the  larger  program  of  life 
in  which  our  Lord  wants  him  to  be  interested.  We 
sin  against  our  people  and  the  Lord,  if  we  fail  to 
provide  them  with  the  guidance  and  leadership 
that  will  cause  our  church  to  be  informed  and 
sympathetically  interested  in  the  work  of  our 
denominational  institutions  and  causes.

THE  PRESIDENT  AND  THE  POPE 

Through  the  daily  press  the  public  has  been 
informed  of  the  recent  conference  with  the  Presi¬ 
dent  on  the  part  of  representatives  of  Baptist, 
Lutheran  and  Seventh  Day  Adventists  bodies. 
Inasmuch  as  a  subsequent  report  of  the  confer¬ 
ence  left  the  impression  that  a  misunderstanding 
had  existed  which  had  been  entirely  cleared  up 
through  the  interview,  we  feel  it  incumbent  up¬ 
on  us  to  make  this  further  amplification.  The 
President  was  made  acquainted  with  the  fact 
that  serious  uneasiness  existed  aming  us  on  ac¬ 
count  of  the  appointment  of  Mr.  Myron  C.  Tay¬ 
lor  to  the  Vatican.  He  assured  us  that  the  ap¬ 
pointment  was  purely  temporary  and  had  for  its 
object  only  the  promotion  of  peace  among  the 
warring  European  nations.  A  permanent  appoint¬ 
ment  he  declared  would  necessitate  Congressional 
action  and  that,  he  felt,  would  be  impossible  to 
secure.  The  representatives  of  the  three  Baptist 
bodies,  Northern,  Southern,  and  National  Bap¬ 
tist  Conventions,  wish  emphatically  to  state  that 
no  misunderstanding  existed.  We  appreciated  fully 
what  had  been  done  and  our  fears  lest  a  per¬ 
manent  ambassadorial  relationship  with  the  Vati¬ 
can  might  be  established  was  allayed  only  by 
the  statement  of  the  President  that  he  had  no 
such  purpose  in  mind.  All  three  groups,  (Bap¬ 
tists,  Lutheran,  and  Seventh  Day  Adventists) 
declared  that  the  absolute  separation  of  Church 
and  State  was  a  principle  which  they  were  ready 
to  defend  to  the  utmost  degree. 

— The  Executive  Committee  of  the  Associated 
Committees  on  Public  Relations,  appointed 
by  the  Northern,  Southern  and  the  Nat¬ 
ional  Baptist  Conventions.

With  the  scriptural  background  of 
Matthew  9:36,  the  compassion  of  Jesus 
for  the  distressed  multitudes,  the  book 
is  full  of  dramatic  action,  presenting  to 
us  the  present  day  ‘‘distressed  people," 
the  same  that  Jesus  saw  in  Galilee. 
The  author  bids  us  have  compassion  on 
them  as  Jesus  did.

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NAZARETH.  PALESTINE 

As  in  the  cradle  days  of  Chris¬ 
tianity,  so  today  from  Nazareth  one 
is  impressed  by  the  internal  condi¬ 
tion  of  Palestine  itself.  We  have 
just  passecLthrough  three  and  a  half 
years  of  .revolution  and  terrorism 
that  have  bled  the  country  morally, 
spiritually  and  economically.  Then 
suddenly,  partly  because  of  the  wis¬ 
dom  of  the  British  Government  and 
partly  because  of  the  European  war, 
almost  complete  peace  was  restored 
during  a  few  days.  The  implications 
are  significant:  in  unity  against 
their  common  enemy,  the  European 
aggressor,  Jews  and  Arabs  have 
temporarily  buried  their  quarrel  and 
are  cooperating  on  many  fronts  in 
order  to  meet  the  exigencies  that 
commonly  beset  Palestine’s  entire 
population  during  time  of  war.  This 
is  commendable;  yet  we  are  impell¬ 
ed  within  to  pray  that  it  will  not 
be  merely  temporary.  It  is  hard  to 
conceive  if  the  Jews  as  satisfied  to 
remain  permanently  a  minority  in 
Palestine;  it  is  equally  difficult  to 
think  that  their  Arab  cousins  will 
be  willing  for  more  Jews  to  enter. 

As  there  were  three  widely  spok¬ 
en  languages  here  during  New  Tes¬ 
tament  times,  so  today  there  are 
three  official  languages.  In  Jesus’ 
day  Latin,  Greek  and  Hebrew  were 
generally  understood  everywhere,  as 
indicated  by  the  inscription  on  the 
cross  (while  Aramaic  was  doubtless 
spoken  in  most  Jewish  villages); 
today  English,  Arabic  and  Hebrew 
are  so  known  by  the  different  peo¬ 
ples  that  all  public  announcements, 
radio  programs,  etc.,  are  given  in 
all  three  languages. 

Similarly  we  notice  with  interest 
that  today  one  of  the  chief  occupa¬ 
tions  among  the  men  of  Nazareth  is 
carpentry.  Nazareth  and  Bethlehem 
are  the  only  villages  in  Palestine 
which  have  during  the  centuries  de¬ 
veloped  a  population  the  majority  of 
which  is  nominally  Christian.  “Naz- 
arenes”  are  somewhat  proud  of  that 
fact.  If  the  question  is  asked  today 
(as  it  frequently  is),  “Can  anything 
good  come  out  of  Nazareth?”  the 
Nazareth  dweller  answers  proverb¬ 
ially,  “No,  the  good  that  is  in  Naz¬ 
areth  remains  in  Nazareth;  look  at 
us!” 

Though  there  are  no  Jews  living 
within  the  city  limits  of  Nazareth, 
thei-e  are  many  Jewish  colonies  and

villages  on  the  hills  and  plains 
around.  They  are  near,  especially  to 
the  west  and  south.  In  the  plain  of 
Jezreel  to  the  south  there  are  doz¬ 
ens  of  colonies  and  thousands  of 
Jewish  souls  unreached  by  the  Bless¬ 
ed  Message;  and  at  this  very  time 
many  of  them  are  saddened  as  news 
reaches  them  of  the  persecutions  of 
their  loved  ones  in  Europe. 

There  are  over  sixty  in  the  day 
school.  Some  of  them  are  Moslems 
who  are  otherwise  untouched  by  the 
Gospel!  Our  services  have  been  bet¬ 
ter  attended  and  there  is  a  distinct 
rise  of  interest  in  spiritual  things. 
In  the  meantime  we  continue  a  regu¬ 
lar  weekly  trip  to  the  Jewish  col¬ 
onies  near  by.  The  contacts  with 
these  Jewish  friends  are  inspiring 
and  are  evidence  to  us  that  Israel’s 
heart  is  hungry  for  HIM.  Midst  the 
joys  of  Christmastide  we  send  our 
greetings  with  the  prayer  that  the 
Christ  of  Christmas  shall  soon  oc¬ 
cupy  His  rightful  place  among  man¬ 
kind  everywhere.

BIBLE  STUDY 
Paul  Appeals  Unto  Caesar 
(Read  Acts  25:1-12) 

When  Festus,  the  new  governor, 
came  into  office  the  Jews  asked  him 
that  Paul  be  sent  to  be  tried;  for 
they  intended  now  as  they  had  be¬ 
fore  to  have  men  hidden  by  the  way 
who  would  rise  up  and  kill  him. 
Festus  refused  them  saying  that 
Paul  should  stay  in  Caesarea  and 
that  those  who  wished  to  accuse  him 
might  come  there  and  say  what  they 
had  against  him.  When  they  had 
come  down  to  Caesarea,  the  gov¬ 
ernor  commanded  that  Paul  be 
brought  for  trial.  The  Jews  ac¬ 
cused  him  of  many  things.  Paul 
*P?ke  in  his  own  defense,  saying, 
“Neither  against  the  laws  of  the 
Jews  nor  against  the  temple,  nor 
against  Caesar  have  I  done  any 
wrong.”  Festus  because  he  wanted 
to  please  the  Jews  asked  Paul,  “Are 
you  willing  to  go  to  Jerusalem  and 
there  be  tried?" 

Now  there  was  a  law  that  any 
Roman  who  was  going  to  be  put 
to  death,  might  ask  to  be  taken  be¬ 
fore  Caesar,  the  emperor,  for  the 
emperor  to  say  whether  he  should 
die  or  be  allowed  to  live.  When 
Festus  asked  Paul  if  he  were  will¬ 
ing  to  go  up  to  Jerusalem  to  be 
tried  before  the  Jews,  who.  he  knew, 
were  determined  to  kill  him,  Paul 
answered,  “Jerusalem  is  not  the 
place  where  I  ought  to  be  tried,  for 
I  have  done  no  wrong  to  the  Jews. 

I  ask  to  be  taken  before  Caesar.” 
Then  Festus  said  “Have  you  asked 
to  be  taken  before  Caesar?  Unto 
Caesar  you  shall  go.”  This  meant 
that  Paul  should  be  taken  to  the 
city  of  Rome  where  the  emperor 
Caesar  lived.

of  the  Convention  shall  be  eligible 
for  membership  on  such  Board  or 
Commission. 

XXVI.  No  person  shall  be  eligible 
to  membership  at  the  same  time  cn 
more  than  one  Board  or  Commission 
of  the  Convention  which  has  to  do 
with  the  administration  of  the  funds 
of  the  Convention,  but  this  provision 
shall  not  apply  to  the  President  of 
the  Convention,  or  to  the  Correspond¬ 
ing  Secretary  of  the  Convention 
Board. 

XXVII.  All  business  of  the  Con¬ 
vention  shall  he  suspended  for  any 
time  agreed  upon  for  all  committees 
selected  by  the  Committee  on  Com¬ 
mittees  to  do  the  work  assigned  to 
them  so  that  all  messengers  may 
attend  all  sessions  of  the  Conven- 


XXVIII.  The  Minutes  shall  be  read 
rt  the  beginning  of  the  session  each 
day,  and  if  not  previously  approved, 
they  shall  be  approved  and  signed 
by  the  President  and  Recording  Sec¬ 
retary  just  before  the  final  adjourn¬ 
ment  of  the  Convention. 

XXIX.  The  Constitution  and  By-

ment  work,  associational  mission 
work,  Sunday  school  work,  B.  T.  U. 
work,  W.  M.  U.  work,  Baptist  Broth¬ 
erhood  work,  Bible  Institute  work, 
publications,  evangelism  and  cam¬ 
paign  work. 

(3)  Missions  outside  the  state,  in¬ 
cluding  Home  Missions  and  Foreign 
Missions,  setting  forth  clearly  and 
concisely  the  work  of  the  Home  and 
Foreign  Mission  Boards. 

XV.  The  report  of  the  Education 
Commission  shall  cover  all  educa¬ 
tional  work  of  the  Convention  and 
shall  embrace  southwide  interests, 
including  the  reports  of  the  trus¬ 
tees  of  the  colleges  and  of  the  Board 
of  Ministerial  Education  of  the  Con¬ 
vention. 

XVI.  The  report  of  the  Committee 
on  Social  Service  shall  cover  all  in¬ 
stitutions  and  agencies  doing  social 
service  work  in  which  the  Conven¬ 
tion  is  interested,  within  and  with¬ 
out  the  state,  including  hospital 
work,  orphanage  work,  Good  Will 
Centers,  Temperance,  and  kindred 
subjects,  together  with  reports  of 
the  Boards  of  Trustees  of  the  Mis¬ 
sissippi  Baptist  Hospital,  the  Baptist 
Memorial  Hospital  and  the  Missis¬ 
sippi  Baptist  Orphanage. 

XVII.  Each  of  the  said  three  gen¬ 
eral  agencies  shall  be  given  an  op¬ 
portunity  to  present  its  report  be¬ 
fore  it  is  referred  to  the  Committee 
on  Review. 

XVIII.  All  of  the  work  presented 
under  each  general  agency  shall  be 
considered,  as  far  as  possible,  in 
consecutive  sessions. 

XIX.  Four  periods  shall  be  given 
to  the  discussion  of  the  report  of 
each  of  the  three  agencies,  viz: 

(1)  Report  of  Committee  on  Re¬ 
view. 

(2)  Presentation  of  special  insti¬ 
tutions  and  departments. 

(3)  Special  address  or  addresses 
on  the  general  subject. 

(4)  General  discussion. 

XX.  A  standing  committee  on  Or¬ 
der  of  Business,  consisting  of  five 
members,  a  standing  committee  on 
Nominations,  consisting  of  seven 
members,  a  standing  committee  on 
Baptist  Brotherhood  consisting  of  9 
members,  and  a  standing  committee 
on  Social  Service,  consisting  of  nine 
members,  shall  be  appointed  annual¬ 
ly,  and  their  terms  of  service  shall 
begin  at  the  adjournment  of  the 
Convention  during  which  they  are 
appointed,  and  they  shall  be  appoint¬ 
ed  before  the  last  day  of  the  Con¬ 
vention. 

XXI.  At  each  annual  meeting  of 
the  Convention,  select  or  special 
committees  of  seven  members  each 
shall  be  appointed  on  Reviews  of  the 
Reports  of  the  Convention  Board, 
the  Flducation  Commission,  and  the 
Compiittees  on  Social  Service,  and 
there  shall  also  be  -appointed  a  select 
committee  on  time  and  place  of  next 


annual  meeting,  which  committee 
shall  name  the  preacher  and  alter¬ 
nate  for  the  next  annual  meeting. 

There  shall  also  be  appointed  at 
each  annual  meeting  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion  a  Committee  on  Resolutions.  All 
resolutions  not  connected  with  the 
reports  of  Boards  or  Committees  or 
Commissions  shall  be  automatically 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Reso¬ 
lutions  which  shall  also  consist  of 
seven  members.  This  committee  is 
directed  to  report  on  all  resolutions 
referred  to  it  either  with  or  without 
recommendations  and  amendments. 

The  Committee  on  Order  of  Busi¬ 
ness  shall  recommend  the  order  of 
business  for  the  next  annual  meet¬ 
ing  of  the  Convention,  and  the  com¬ 
mittee  shall  have  due  regard  to  the 
customary  practices  and  precedents 
of  the  Convention  in  arranging  for 
the  orderly  and  efficient  conduct  of 
its  business  and  the  discussion  of  its 
work.  The  committee  shall  publish 
its  tentative  program  in  The  Baptist 
Record  at  least  two  weeks  before 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Conven¬ 
tion. 

The  Committee  on  Nominations 
shall  report  and  nominate  the  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Convention  Board,  the 
trustees  of  the  colleges,  orphanages, 
hospitals,  members  of  the  Commit¬ 
tee  on  Social  Service  and  members 
of  the  Committee  on  Baptist  Broth¬ 
erhood. 

XXII.  The  President  shall  appoint 
and  announce  before  the  close  of  the 
first  session  of  the  Convention  a 
Committee  on  Committees,  whose 
duty  it  shall  be  to  select  all  stand¬ 
ing,  special  or  select  committees  of 
the  Convention,  except  as  otherwise 
provided.  The  said  committee  shall 
announce  the  committees  on  review 
and  the  committees  on  the  time  and 
place  of  the  next  annual  meeting,  if 
possible,  before  the  adjournment  of 
the  first  session  of  the  Convention. 

XXIII.  Nothing  contained  in  the 
reports  to  the  Convention  shall  be 
considered  or  construed  as  the  action 
of  the  Convention  except  the  recom¬ 
mendations  which  are  definitely  list¬ 
ed  and  are  definitely  adopted  by  af¬ 
firmative  action  of  the  Convention. 
All  recommendations  of  any  Board, 
commission  or  committee  shall  be 
printed  seriatim  and  grouped  togeth¬ 
er  at  the  end  of  the  report  before 
such  recommendations  are  consider¬ 
ed  by  the  Convention. 

XXIV.  Vacancies  on  any  Board  or 
agency  of  the  Convention  occurring 
between  the  annual  meetings  of  the 
Convention  may  be  filled  temporar¬ 
ily  by  the  Board  or  its  Executive 
Committee  and  those  elected  shall 
serve  until  the  next  annual  meeting 
of  the  Convention. 

XXV.  No  salaried  officer,  official 
or  full  time  paid  worker  receiving 
full  pay  from  and  rendering  all
